Rebels Astonish American 


Troops at San Fernando, 


Drive a Train to American Out- 


posts, Tear Up Track, Jump 


On and Steam Away. 


ManHa, May 8.—The Filipinos sur- 


prised the United States troops at San 
Fernando with a daring trick yester- 
day. A railway train with an engine 
at each end ran almost to the American 
outposts, in plain sight of the town. 
Before it could be reached a gang of 
natives sprang out and tore up several 
lengths of track, boarded- the train 
again and steamed away. The Nebras- 
ka regiment is asking for temporary 
relief from duty. Only 375 men of this 
regiment are left at the front. 


Tlie Work of Gunboats. 


The gunboats commanded by Captain 


Grant started up San Fernando river 
yesterday for Guaguna to 
establish 


a base of supplies for General McAr- 
thur's troops. 
General 
McArthur, 


however, failed to connect, and the 
boats returned. 
Thegunboats found 


the rebels entrenched at Sosmoan and 
Guaguna on the water front. The ves- 
sels shelled them, driving them out. 
Landing parties from the boats en- 
tered both towns 'and captured two 
prisoners. At Sosmoan they captured 
a number of Filipino flags and arms, 
chiefly bolos and bows and arrows. 
Some band instruments were also cap- 
tured. 


Insurgent Weakness Apparent. 


"Washington, May S—The war 
de- 


partment has received from General 
Otis a dispatch giving the situation in 
the Philippines. It omits some parts 
in making .-it pubMc. The dispatch as 
published is as follows: General Law- 
ton is at Maasin-and Bailuag. Scout- 
ing parties are to the north and east 
of McArthur at San Fernando.

Manila and the northern points held 
by the troops are returning home and 
appear contented that army gunboats 
are operating in the rivers. "We have 
cleared the country west of General 
McArthur of insurgents. Signs of in- 
surgent weakness become -more ap- 
parent daily." 


"WHIP THE WHOLE LOT." 


What General Mascardo Expects to Do 


Wlieii He Meets Americans: 


Manila, May 8.—To clear the Filipinos 


out of Bacolor, about five miles south- 
west of San Fernando, will be the next 
task of the Americans. 
General Mas- 


cardo has a for* of 6000 men there, well 
armed and possessed of plenty of am- 
munition. 
His troops have never met 


American soldiers, and they think, ac- 
cording to the reports carried to San 
Fernando, that they can "whip the 
whole lot." 


Bacolor is well entrenched and thou- 


sands of natives are working like beav- 
ers, digging trenches and carrying the 
dirt in baskets. Mascardo uses his rifle- 
men for fighting only, but compels the 
Bolomen and Chinese, and even the 
women, to labor incessantly. 


The rebels have an outpost about a 


mile beyond San Fernando with a 
trench that holds between 200 and 300 
men. 
From that point several volleys 


wem fired Saturday night upon the camp 
of the Twentieth Kansas regiment. 


Neither Major General MacArthur 


nor Major General Lawton moved yes- 
terday, although each reconnoitered the 
country in his own vicinity for some 
miles from headquarters, developing the 
presence of small forces of the enemy. 
In the vicinity of Laguna De Bay the 
rebels are extremely active, but the lines 
of 
General Ovenshine and 
Colonel 


Wholley, who is commanding General 
King's brigade during the latter's ill- 
ness, have been materially strengthened, 
and there £s no danger in that direction. 


The armed steamers Laguna de Bay 


and Cavadonga, under Captain Grant, 
have gone to Guagua, about five miles 
southwest of Bacolor, presumably to 
establish there a base of supplies for the 
troops engaged in the northern cam- 
paign. 


It is rumored that Mabini, president 


of the cabinet and minister of foreign 
affairs in the so-called Filipino govern- 
ment, who is a radical, is to be succeeded 
by Paterno, the framer of the Spanish 
treaty of 1896. This change is regarded 
as significant at the present juncture. 


opened their houses to them, General 
MacArthur accepting entertainment at 
the hands of Senor Hizon, a sugar mag- 
nate. 


If the inhabitants of the San Fernando 


region are to Jie believed there is little 
sympathy witifthe insurrection in that 
quarter. Before evacuating the city the 
rebels burned the church and the public 
buildings and looted the Chinese quarter. 
They drove many rich Filipinos, with 
their families, out of the city before 
them, as well as hundreds of Chinese, to 
prevent them from helping the Ameri- 
cans. They cut the throats of some. 
Many Chinese hid on roof tops or in 
cellars and"some escaped by cutting off 
their queues. There are 50 fresh graves 
in the churchyard. 


The country beyond C'alumpit is full of 


all sorts of ingenius trenches and pit- 
falls in the roads, with sharpened bam- 
boo. 
Fortunately the Americans es- 


caped the latter. 


In the swamps near San Tomas, where 


General Wheaton's troops did their hardi- 
est fighting—the men sinking to their 
waists in mud—are many bodies of Fili- 
pinos, smelling horribly. 


The army is really enjoying life at San 


Fernando, which is the most picturesque 
and wealthy town the Americans have 
entered since the occupation of Manila. 
It is largely built of stone, the river is 
close at hand, and high hills almost sur- 
round it. Many sugar factories indi- 
cate a thriving industry in that respect, 
and there are numerous fine residences. 
General MacArthur's permanent head- 
quarters is established in the best hous« 
in town, which is richly decorated with 
frescoes and carved woods. 


The troops are encamped around In the 


suburbs and are beginning to think they 
may be quartered there during the wet 
season. 


After Bacolor has been cleared water 


communication with Manila may be es- 
tablished. Along the roads to Calumpit 
the fuel wagons and bull teams dragging 
provisions have to be ferried one by one 
across two rivers; 'but the Filipinos ha.ye 
several launches in the river Delta. 


The American troops are much ex- 


hausted by the campaign, except the 
Iowa troops, who are comparatively 
fresh. The regiments of the division 
average less than 50 men to a company, 
and all have a weather-worn appear- 
ance.

as would be impossible to enforce with- 
out utterly destroying the American 
trade with the Germans. The bill as 
remodelled prioposes to exclude from 
importation hams, hard and soft saus- 
ages, chopped meats, and prescribed 
fresh meats must come in whole car- 
casses or in continuous parts.

An- 
other point made is that the selling1 of 
liquor for medicinal purposes is al- 
ways more or less a farce. But this 
is an argument that applies to the 
method of conducting the business o 
liquor selling as a system, and not an 
argument against any one dealer un- 
less it is shown that he has been, es- 
pecially at fault in allowing abuse of 
the system knowingly. 
The saloon question, is one that the 


voters must decide, and it is recognized 
that since this affair became public, the 
sentiment in favor of licensing a saJoon 
in the town has been growing. Unless 
a more definite case is presented to the 
public, there is danger that the petition 
of the temperance organization and the 
action of the selectmen will do more 
harm than good.

HE USED AND HIS MONUMENTS. 


Prices For Booki. 


Works which are greedily sought aft- 


er in one generation ara neglected in the 
next Booksellers now rarely think it 
worth while to give the height of an 
Elzevir or to devote a note to an Aldus. 
The first editions of the classics, which 
in tha days of onr grandfathers were 
the collector's chief pride, are now fall- 
en from their high estate. I have bought 
recently for 80 shillings a fine copy of 
the first edition of Aristophanes, Aldus, 
1498, in a handsome binding, with 
gauffered edges, which in the first half 
of the century brought prices ranging 
from 130 francs to 435 francs. I could 
instance other similar cases of decline 
and fancy I oan see symptoms of giving 
way in those hooks which the modern 
collector most affects. 


In Paris, indeed, a "rot" has set in 


as regards modern works. Yet the best 
books in good examples steadily mount 
in price. First folio Shakespeares, con- 
cerning which a discussion is being con- 
ducted in Notes and Queries, are far 
commoner 
books than 
is generally 


thought. The "boom" in them was 
started by Lilly of New street, W. C., 
who showed me rows of first folios 
which he never allowed to be sold tinder 
a certain price. These now bring large 
sums, and the tendency is and probably 
will be upward. In early poetry gen- 
erally the prices, once thought very 
high, of the "Bibliotheca Anglo-Poet- 
ioa" are now of ton surpassed. Booksell- 
ers of the better class tell me that there 
is a steady demand for good books.— 
Notes and Queries.

Principle! Applied to Thing* Discovered. 


Han leaves behind him when he diei 


bis bones, his tools and bis monuments, 
and these are the things from which 
have been derived all the items of onr 
knowledge of him and bis progress up 
to the time when he learned to write. 
And even in the historic age the story 
would bo much less complete but for 
his inscriptions, his art and his relics. 


Bones are of the greatest importance, 


for oftentimes man has left no other 
tokens of his existence behind him. The 
first study, therefore, to the archaeolo- 
gist is that of the comparative anatomy 
of the human race. It is necessary to 
distinguish hnman bones from those of 
animals, to study racial characters and 
to determine the sex. Skulls must be 
studied with tho greatest minuteness, 
for in them lie some of the most impor- 
tant evidences of origin and progress. 
It is desirable also to study the animals, 
for the bones of men are often found 
intermingled with those of the animals 
that, he had slain or that have conquered 
him, and in the cases where the animal 
is one now extinct a guess at the an- 
tiquity of man's relics may be made. 


The tools which served in the rude 


arts of early man were first of stone, 
roughly fashioned to the needs of the 
work, and later of metal. Mineralogy 
is therefore an important study to the 
archaeologist. The stone relics furnish 
a rough index to the amount of civiliza- 
tion; they indicate in a crude way the 
extent of intercommunication; 
they 


show how new ideas came to the races; 
they serve in a manner to distinguish 
between different grades of antiquity, 
and in many ways they are important. 
The mineralogist who finds copper nug- 
gets in the graves of North Carolina 
prehistoric Indians knows that these 
men had some manner of communica- 
tion with the great lakes. 


A knowledge of zoology is requisite 


too. The presence of the horseshoe crab 
in legends and traditions of the tribes 
of our arid west could have been guessed 
at only by one with acute perception, 
and the finding of one of the shells as a 
fetioh of one of the tribes was a bright 
exploit It was evident that this relic 
had made its journey from band to hand 
over 3,000 or 8,000 miles of country at 
a time when it was exceedingly wild. 


Then there are the shell ornaments. 


The present craze for the river pearl is 
no new thing. As far back as there is 
any evidence of the preferences of man 
the lustrous river shells have been at- 
, 


tractive to him, and the distribution of 
them has been exceedingly wide. 
j 


Then there is the pottery. Here one ' 


must study tho beginnings of the useful 
arts. He mnst know how the pots are i 
made, how in lieu or in advance of the 
potter's wheel the aborigines had a 
number of ingenious ways of revolving 
the vessel, how with fingers and combs 
and a hundred other 'implements the 
primitive decoration was incised and 
how with clays and ores of iron the first 
crude colors were made wherewith to 
paint the earthenware. This study of 
old pots is exceedingly interesting and 
of the highest importance. The materi- 
als are imperishable, and, while the 
vessels in a whole condition are rare, 
the fragments indicate the more impor- 
tant elements in the story. In the shapes 
of the vessels there is rudimentary art 
in form, while in the decoration thero j 
are the beginnings of painting and sculp- 
ture. In the painted or incised figures 
there is the key to relationships in 
tribes, races and religions. 


Closely allied is the art of oarving, 


the finishing and ornamenting of tools 
and implements. And there are besides 
the textiles, and, although the primitive 
loom is an extremely simple affair, 
which the savage nations have evolved 
or copied into very similar forms, still 
the materials employed and the patterns 
yield much information about the an- 
cestry and affinities of ancient man. 


No word is necessary to uphold the 


importance of the monuments when, 
lacking the forerunners of paper, tha 
ancients recorded their history in cut or 
painted monuments. 
Egypt, Assyria 


and Central America, each in a differ- 
ent way, show the value of the close 
study of the monuments, and the stories 
if these countries would have lacked 
he greater part of their interest had the 
testimony of walls and obelisks and the 
magnificent sculptures been withheld. 


Languages form an exceedingly im- 


portant part of the preparation of the 
archaeologist. Of course he must know 
the modern ones to keep abreast of the 
world's progress in research, the an- 
nouncements being made in any one of 
the important living tongues. But com- 
parative philology is equally necessary, 
for it may serve to give the key to the 
relationships of one set of characters 
with another. 


After these matters are all in hand 


there is geology to be studied, both 
theoretical and practical. 
From such 


knowledge is derived our estimate of 
man's ocoupation of the earth, and the 
value of the evidence may be jnade oi 
marred by a single slip or unscientific 
action. The whole story of man's early 
residence in New Jersey is dependent 
upon the position of certain bits of 
worked stone in certain banks of dirt.— 
Boston Transcript.

Interesting light is thrown on the 


title character of* "David Haruiu" by 
the discovery of the fact that the char- 
acter is drawn from life. This novel, 
by Edward Noyes Westcott, is conceded 
to be the book of the year, and a Bing- 
haniton correspondent of tho New York 
Commercial Advertiser claims to have 
discovered the hero of the novel in the 
person of David Hannum of Homer, 
N. Y. 


Mr. Hannnin was for years one of the 


best known characters, in central New 
York—known both for his eccentricities 
and horse dealing proclivities. It is not 
so well known, however, says the cor- 
respondent, that the John Lenox of the 
novel is also drawn from life, with a 
little less accuracy in details, and that 
the person on whom this character was 
founded is ex-Mayor John Rankin of 
Binghamton. Mr. Rankin was for 18 
years associated with Mr. Hannum in 
business. The John Lenox of the book 
is supposed to be a young man of the 
present generation, but Mr. Rankin's 
hair and beard are white. 


It was from Mr. Rankin that Mr. 


Westcott learned many of the facts on 
which he based the stories of bis novel. 
The story part of the book, so far as the 
love affair of John Lenox is concerned, 
is fiction, bnt most cf the anecdotes of 
David Harum are true. And Mr. Ran- 
kin tells many more stories of this ec- 
centric man that do not appear ic the

One way 
in which he and John Rankin made a 
great deal of money together was in 
selling a patent churn, and Mr. Rankin 
tells of many cases in which David 
Hannnm paid their money back to peo- 
ple who were dissatisfied in the pur- 
chase of a churn, when there was no 
legal reason for doing so. But when Mr. 
Hannum got hold of a man who at- 
tempted to "do" him he waa always on 
the watch to be first in the "doing," 
and he never let up op such a customer, 
no matter how badly he might squeal. 


Elias Crandall, a farmer living over 


the hills a few miles from Homer, at 
one time went back on Mr. fl annum in 
a trade. The latter patiently bided his 
time to get even, and this is the man- 
ner in which the debt was paid: The 
Messrs. Hannum and Rankin owned a 
stallion together. In borse partnerships 
the work of disposing of the animal was 
always left to Mr. Hannum, because of 
his ability in this line. 


Vanderbilt, as this horse was called, 


was a fine looking animal, but he had 
one fault strongly condemned by all 
horse owners. Elias Crandall had heard 
of "Vanderbilt's good qualities, and one 
day he came to look at the animal. Mr. 
Hannum described all the good points 
of the horse, and then tbe two men 
started for the barn. As they entered 
the stable tbe half owner pointed out

The incident relat- 
ed about bis experience there actually 
occurred, however, only it is necessary 
to substitute the former residence of 
Mayor Rankin in Binghamton for the 
Newport house. This is the residence 
where Mr. Barlow, who traded horses 
with Mr. Hannum, now lives. At that 
time Mr. Ranlnn was mayor of the city, 
and he lived in excellent style. One 
morning, when Mr. Hannum was viqjt- 
ing him, Mr. Rankin arose rather late 
to find his visitor sitting uncomfortably 
in a heavily upholstered chair in the 
parlor wondering when breakfast would 
be ready. He had been up for several 
hours, and had been around the spa- 
cious grounds, had visited the stables 
and carefully examined the horses, and 
bad been across the street to a green- 
bouse to look at the flowers. 


Mr. Rankin ordered one of bis serv- 


ants to serve an "early breakfast" for 
Mr. Hannum. With this meal was a 
soft boiled egg, which was served in a 
small egg dish, a spoon accompanying 
it. Mr. Hannuni did not know anything 
about this manner of disposing of eggs, 
bnt he did the best he knew how, with 
the result that he got more of it on the 
front of his waistcoat than in his 
mouth, tbe egg flying all over him 
when he attempted to break tbe shell 
with the spoon.

How "Barry" Sullivan Staked HU 
Homestead—Hot Race Between 20 
Boomers, Cowboys and Mexican*. 
E. R. Friday's Swim, 
Arboles, Colo., was the scene of a 


mad race for the Ute lands which were 
opened for K-ttleuieut at noon the other 
day by procla.nation of the president 
The excitement was intense and sev- 
eral sensational incidents marked the 
formal process of staking homesteads. 
Three distinct races were run within a 
mile of each other and several hundred 
persona witnessed the novel sight. 


Barry Sullivan, a newspaper man, 


lawyer, labor agitator and sheriff's dep- 
uty, a graduate of Harvard and a man 
of considerable cnltnre, is one of tiie 
picturesque figures that came down 
with the throng from Durungo. 
He 


had a piece uf land picked out, anil, in 
bis determination to get it, he drew his 
revolver upon a Mexican who under- 
took to interfere. 
Sullivan had him- 


self sworn in as a deputy at Durango 
so as to be protected, but he did not 
make any show of authority for Ar- 
boles, Archuleta county. The Mexican 
yielded, and Sullivan staked his home- 
stead. It is a magnificent tract, lo- 
cated in the fork of the Piedra and San 
Juan rivers. 
Why this land was not 


sought by any one else is the interest- 
ing part oi' the story. 
On the maps 


which have been circulated about Da- 
tango it is marked as allotted to the 
Indians. 
Sullivan, however, declares 


that he has absohite proof that the 
maps are wrong, and he knows he took 
no risk. He had his attention called to 
the land last November, and has wait- 
ed for it in secret. 
The Oklahoma 


crowd declare he is a "sooner" on the 
ground, and that he was on the reser- 
vation when the noon hour arrived. 


There was a hot race for another sec- 


tion of land in the same vicinity. 
Twenty booniers, cowboys and Mex- 
icans lined up on the southern bound- 
ary of the state and waited for the sig- 
nal from Dr. Allen of Chickasha, I. T. 
As the men dashed away J. G. Ward of 
Denver was nearly killed by his horse. 


The race was a sight to be long re- 


membered. 
The 
horsemen 
dashed 


through the sage and raised a dust that 
almost concealed them from the specta- 
tors. Mort S. Bayes of Pagosa Springs 
reached the desired section inside of a 
minute and jumped to the ground with- 
out waiting for his horse to stop. See- 
ing a stick, he drove it into the ground 
in the presence of half a dozen wit- 
nesses, who had followed on horseback, 
and then attached a small American 
flag to it. The rest of the horsemen 
plunged on over an irrigation ditch, 
and one narrowly missed tailing into it. 
They dashed into the San Juan river 
and swam to the other side, looking for 
•ome other quarter section. 


The best thing that was done in the 


way of swimming the'river was by 
E- B. Friday, who, Barry Sullivan 
Bays, got the second best piece of land. 
It is located on a mesa, and the town 
eite people are anxious to get on it, but 
Friday is in with the Oklahoma crowd, 
and the latter are jubilant. 
Friday 


comes from Tarrett, Chaffee county, 
where he has been conducting a hotel. 


After the run the boomers started 


back to Arboles. At a narrow log foot- 
bridge across the San Juan river they 
found two Mexicans who demanded 10 
cents each from them for permission to 
cross. This astounding proposition met 
with opposition, and when the Mexi- 
cans persisted one of the party threat- 
ened to use his pistol. "This bridge be- 
longs to the United States government, 
you fools," he exclaimed with an oath, 
"and you'd better get out of the way 
or we will give you a bullet and a 
bath!" No trouble of any kind is ex- 
pected, though Jewett Palmer, sheriff 
of Archuleta county, chose this as the 
point in his jurisdiction where his at- 
tention was most likely to be needed. 
He had several deputies with him, but 
they had little to do. 


The Ute Indians are entitled under 


the law of 1895 to 374 allotments out 
of the entire tract. All the remainder 
of the area, about 636,000 acres, will 
be subject to entry under the desert, 
homestead, timber and town site laws 
and the laws governing the disposal of 
coal, mineral, stone and timber lands, 
and many of the Indian allotments will 
be leased by white men at reasonable 
rates. The lands embrace both valley 
and mesa or uplands, but the supply of 
water for irrigation is many times 
greater than will bo called for. The 
Boils are the semiadobe, sandy loam and 
red—tho 
former 
being particularly 


sdapted for the growth of grain and 
grasses, while the soils lust named are 
nnequalecl for the growth of vegeta- 
bles, alfalfa and fruit trees. 
Owing to 


the percentage of gypsum in the bottom 
lands, tho yield of clover is as high as 
83*! tons to the acre. 


Aside from the agricultural future of 


this great area of virgin soil, the stock 
industry gives promise of almost un- 
limited growth. The plateaus afford 
range for tens of thousands of head of 
cattle, horses and sheep, while tribu- 
tary mining camps supply an abundant 
market, noted for good prices.—New 
York Herald.

Beef Court's Findings 
Satisfy the President, 


Miles and Eagan and Mans 


Come !a For -Censure. 


Former's Allegations Lacked 


Sufficient Justification. 


Was Correct, However, In His Opinion 


Concerning Canned Beefi, 


Recommendation Thai No Further Proceedings 


Be Taken In the Premises. 


Washinigton, May S.—The report ana 


findings of the military court appointed 
to investigate the charges made by 
Major General Miles, commanding- the 
army, that the beef supplied to the army 
during the war with Spain was unfit for 
the troops, has been made public by or- 
der of President McKinley, who ap- 
proves the findings. 


The most important features of the 


report are: The finding that the gen- 
eral's allegations that the refrigerated 
beef was treated with chemicals were 
not established; that his allegations 
concerning the canned fresh, or canned 
roast beef, were sustained as to its un- 
suitability for food as used on the trans- 
ports and as a long continued field ration; 
censure of General Miles for "error" in 
failing to promptly notify the secretary 
of war when he first formed the opinion 
that the food was unfit; censure of the 
commissary general (General Eagan) 
for the too extensive purchases of the 
canned beef as an untried ration; cen- 
sure of Colonel Maus of General Miles' 
staff; the finding that the packers were 
not at fault, and that the meats supplied 
to the army were of the same quality as 
those supplied to the trade generally and 
the recommendation that no further 
proceedings be taken in the premises. 


The conclusion of the court adverse 1» 


further proceedings based upon the 
charges is as follows: "It has been de- 
veloped in the course of the inquiry as 
recited in this report, that in some in- 
stances certain individuals failed to per- 
form the full measure of duty or to ob- 
serve the proprieties which dignify high 
military command, but the court is of 
the opinion that the mere statement in 
the official report of the facts developtd 
meets the ends of discipline, and that the 
interests of the service will be best 
sutoserved if further proceedings be not 
taken," 


The>re *s more or less criticism of Gen- 


eral Miles in various parts of the report. 
Probably the most direct instance is the 
one which states that, beyond the criti- 
cism of officers found elsewhere in the 
report, "the court finds that against 
none of the officers commanding corps, 
divisions, brigades and regiments and 
their staff officers should a, charge of 
guilt be brought. 


"The 
court also finds that the major 


general commanding the army had no 
sufficient justification for alleging that 
the refrigerated beef was embalmed or 
was unfit for issue to troops. It also finds 
that he committed an error in that, hav- 
ing belief or knowledge as claimed, that 
the food was unfit, that it caused sick- 
ness and distress, that some of it was 
supplied under the pretense of experi- 
ment, that other beef was embalmed, he 
i 


did not immediately report such knowl- 
edge or belief to the secretary of war to 
the end that a proper remedy might be 
applied." 


The censure of Colonel Maus, inspector 


general on General Miles' staff, is based 
upon his failure to call attention to 
charges concerning the beef at Chicka- 
mauga contained in a report of inspec- 
tion made by Dr. (Major) Daly Oct. 26 
last, in which he stated his belief that 
the beef was chemically treated. "The 
silence of Colonel Maus," says the court, 
"on so important a matter as the chemi- 
calized beef, reported by Major Daly 
and personally known to himself, is most 
remarkable." The remark is also made 
that General Miles' failure to draw 
special attention to this report is "unex- 
plained." 


Commenting upon General Miles' tes- 


timony that he had first formed the 
opinion%last August that the icfrigerated 
beef had been processed, the court re- 
marks: "The court finds that the alle- 
gations of the major general command- 
ing to the effect that the refrigerated 
beef supplied to the troops was treated 
with chemical preservatives have not 
been established. The court also finds 
that so much of the allegations of the 
major general commanding in respect 
to the canned roast beef, as relates to its 
unsuitability for food, as actually used 
on the transports, and as to its extensive 
or long continued use as a field ration, 
are sustained. In the opinion of the 
court none of the other allegation* in re- 
lation to the canned fresh beef are sus- 
tained. The evidence shows that Col- 
onel John F. "Weston, assistant com- 
missary general of subsistence, recom- 
mended the adoption of the canned roast 
beef as a component of the field ration, 
and to that extent he Is responsible." 


, The report places the quantity of 
tanned roast beef purchased for the war 
by the commissary department at 6,847,- 
174 pounds, including 350,000 pounds 
which was brought from Liverpool and 
other English ports. This amount is 
characterized as excessive, and the com- 
missary general (General Eagan) is se- 
verely criticised In several parts of the 
document on this score. One of th« 
severest rebukes is as follows: " Con- 
sidering the little use that had been made 
of this 'beef in the regular army the 
probability that the volunteers were en- 
tirely ignorant! of it, that its use as a 
•part of the field ration had never been 
sanctioned by the president or secretary 
of war, the court can but characterize 
the action of thf commissary general of 
subsistence as unwarranted and reck- 
less—In that he ordered the purchase of 
such enormous quantities of a food that 
v,as practically untried and unknown, 
and the court so finds. The court also 
finds that there U no ground for any. 


Imputation whatever of any other" actu- 
ating motive on the part of the commis- 
sary general than the earnest desire to 
procure the best possible food for the 
troops. The court pronounces this act 
of the commissary general of subsistence 
a collosal error for which there is no 
•filiation." 


The court finds that there was neglect 


(n Cuba and to a less degree in Porto 
Elco In delivering the refrigerated beef. 
"The c'aurt," says the report, "does not 
wish to state the case more stronglj 
than to say that the finding appears to 
be warranted that too much time was 
consumed In distributing this perishable 
artk-le. The fault, If any there was, 
rested with the brigade and higher 
com- 


manding officers and their commissaries 
and quartermasters, but the testimony 
Js not so definite or specific as to warrant 
the naming by the court of any par- 
ticulaj officer." 


"The court is of the opinion that the 


canned roait beef was not suitable as a 
travel ration on transport, considering 
the absence of cooking facilities and the 
absence from that ration of fresh vege- 
tables and condiments. For use or. 
shore as a food ration, where the com- 
panies had their camp cooking equip- 
ment, and vegetables were available, 
canned roast beef is suitable for issue, 
say two days in 10, but not for two days- 
in succession. In some organizations It 
eeems to have constituted at least one- 
half of the meat ration and until -after 
the surrender the troops had no means 
for other cooking than was practicalk- 
with the individual kit carried. For 
such extensive use, or any use, exceeding 
one day in five, the court finds this beet 
unsuitable. 


"The 
refrigerated beef Is, in the opin- 


ion of the court, a suitable ration for 
troops when it can be issued to them in 
good condition." 


Replying to this direction the oourt 


says: 
"The court finds that at the out- 


break of hostilities in April, "189S, the 
packers of canned beef were engaged 
in the manufacture ot an article of 
standard quality, well known to the 
trade and the subsistence department 
under the name of canned roast beef. 
"£he methods of packing then in use were 
the same as those habitually employed 
in the preparation of the meat as an 
article of commerce, and the court doea 
not find that they underwent any change 
during the progress of the war. 
The 


largajpurchases for the use of the mil- 
itai-y forces, during the months of May 
and June, 1898, were made by the owler 
and upon the initiative of the com- 
missary general of subsistence, such 
purchases being made in every case by 
officers of his department in the usual 
manner." 
* 


It further says: "That the canned beef 


was described as 'fresh' because it was 
not salted, but that the meat was not odd 
or stale; that the refrigerated beef fur- 
nished the army was not doctored or 
treated with any other agency than cold 
air; that the meat purchased for the 
army was the meat of commerce; that 
both kinds—refrigerated and canned— 
were such as are well known in botji 
hemispheres as commercial articles, of 
which there is and has been very large 
consumption not only by the trade gen- 
erally, but by the United States navy 
and by the armies and navies of Europe; 
that no reports of unfitness or unsuit- 
ability of the beef sent from the United 
States were forwarded to the war de- 
partment by any general officer serving 
in Cuba or Porto Rico while the field 
operations were in progress, nor were 
any such reports .received until more 
than one month after hostilities ceased; 
that, barring some defects in methods 
of inspecting the beef on its delivery to 
the subsistence department, the de- 
terioration of the meat in shipment was 
due to the fault of no one." 


Several pages of the_report are devoted 


to the consideration of Uie allegation 
made by General Miles that the refrig- 
erated beef was treated with preserva- 
tives, but the statement is made upon 
the threshold of this question that "but 
little testimony was submitted by him 
in support ot this contention. 
The in- 


ference drawn by the court from the ab- 
sence of such testimony is adverse to 
the existence of the practice alleged to 
prevail by the major general command- 
ing." 


A chapter of the report is devoted to 


the consideration of the cause of the 
Sickness in the army in the Santiago 
campaign, but "the court finds it im- 
possible o conclude that 
either the 


canned fresh beef or the refrigerated 
beef appeared to any appreciable ex- 
tent as causes of intestinal disease." 


Speaking of the ration as a whole, the 


court says: 


"As to the effects of the food supply, 


having regard to both sufficiency and 
quality, it seems to be clearly estab- 
lished, that the army ration as supplied, 
without modification, to the troops serv- 
ing in the West Indies was b3" no means 
well adapted for use in a tropical cli- 
mate. 
If this be true, the unfitness of 


the ration should have manifested it- 
self by its failure to keep the troops, who 
subsisted upon it, in the best possible 
condition for service in hot climates. 
This, in the opinion of the court, is fully 
established in evidence. 
The insuf- 


flcency of the food supply in Cuba and 
the irregularity attending upon its dis- 
tribution, due, primarily to a marked 
deficiency in transportation facilities 
and the condition of the weather and the 
roads, appeared, to some extent, as 
causes of disease among the troops who 
were thus insufficiently and irregularly 


General Miles, when asked whether he 


had any comment to make upon the 
)ieef report, replied that he had read it, 
"but I have nothing to say," he added, 
"either about the report, the method of 
taking testimony or the conclusions 
reached." 


•'Does that mean that as far as you are 


concerned you will let the matter rest 
where the report leaves it?" asked the 
reporter. 


"I have nothing to say," replied Gen- 


eral Miles.

Death resulted from 
an attack of mumps.

the Liberal interest, died at London of 
laryngitist after a long illnessv He was 
in his 36th year.

Big Meetings at Chicago Express Ap- 
proval of the Government's Policy, 


Discharged Its Duty In Deal- 


ing With the Filipinos. 


No Terms to Offer but American Terms of Un- 


conditional Surrender* 


Chicago, May 8.— Three big- mass meet- 


ings were held in Chicago yesterday to 
voice approval of the policy of the ad- 
ministration with reference to the Phil- 
ippine islands, and to protest against 
the sentiment expressed a week ago at 
the "anti-expansion" meeting in Central 
Music hall. 
Yesterdays meetings were 


held in the Auditorium, the Central Mu- 
sic hall, and the First Methodist church. 
and, in spite of inclement weather, th« 
aggregate of attendance was probably 
10,000. 


Appropriate resolutions were read by 


General John Black and adopted unani- 
mously at all of tlie meetings. 
They 


were as follows: 


First— We recognize that a. condition 


of war prevails in the Philippine Islands 
between the government of the United 
States ami certain men who are in in- 
surrection against the lawful authority 
of the United States. We believe that 
such condition of insurrection has arisen 
from a course ol events which when once 
instituted has moved in irresistible se- 
quence toihe present situation — that this 
course of events began with the bar- 
barities practised by the Spanish gov- 
ernment toward the inhabitants of the 
islaoid of Cuba. These barbarities were 
continued by the Spanish authorities in 
spite of our protestations and entreaties 
through a series of years for an amelior- 
ation of these dreadful conditions, and 
finally culminated in the destruction of 
our war vessel, the Maine, in the harbor 
of Havana. Every step which followed 
has been inevitable 
sequence of the 


preceding events — war between the two 
nations, the success of American arms 
and the consequences which attach to 
the conquest of an armed foe. Among 
these consequences were the occupation 
of the Philippine islands by the Ameri- 
can naval anid military forces, and the 
substitution during the remainder of the 
war of a sovereignty of the conqueror 
for that of the conquered. 


In the Philippine islands, with the ex-» 


ception of a single year, Spanish sov- 
ereignty has been complete since the 16th 
century. Spain collected1 the taxes, held 
the fortifications, appointed all the civil 
officers, 
Spanish 
viceroys, 
Spanish 


Judges, Spanish courts administered the 
Jaws which w«re proclaimed by the 
Spanish governor and enforced by the 
Spanish army and navy. The sudden 
destruction of this sovereignty 
com- 


pelled the substitution of the sovereignty 
of the conqueror. No other government 
In the archipelago was competent to re- 
ceive the authority surrendered by Spain. 
Our government had to accept and as- 
sume the responsibilities of the situation 
and execute the duH«? devolved upon it 
by the change in tiT^ administration of 
the -'laws. The orJy alternative was to 
surrender the islands to anarchy or to 
foreign and selfish 
intervention. Her 


course was compatible with duty or with 
the dictates of humanity. Therefore af- 
ter the conquest in the harbor of Manila 
It was incumbent on our government to 
protect life and property throughout the 
archipelago. 
"~ — - 


We recognize and declare the facts to 


be that from the 13th day of Aug'ust, 189S, 
until the 4th day of February. 1899. peace 
prevailed in Manila under the protection 
of American arms— That on the day lust 
named an insurgent force assailed our 
army in its fortifications and encamp- 
ments under the cover of darkness — 
and by this act of aiggres.-ion inaugur- 
ated hostilities, the first result of which 
was intended to be wholesale massacre 
and the destruction of property within 
the city. 


We recite with sorrow the fact that the 


chief encouragement extended to the in- 
surgents has been from some of our mis- 
guided fellow-citizens: and to them must 
bQ ascribed much of the bloodshed and 
ruin which has followed. 


We further declare that the govern- 


ment of the United States has sought in 
every honorable way to secure cessation 
of hostilities, as evinced by the appoint- 
ment of a commission fully authorized 
to treat with the insurgents and to offer 
them peace and amnesty, and by the 
action of our mi'itary and naval authori- 
ties. who have .it all times been ready to 
protect those who would surrender their 
arms and eeaso their warfare against 
the government of the United States. 


We point to fhe fact that these efforts 


of peace have been contumaciously re- 
jected by the insurgents until it became 
manifest even to them that they were 
waging a hopeless wair. 


Second— 'VCe declare our belie* in the 


high honor and iust action of our army 
and navy in the Philippine islands. We 
believe that our government has taken 
every step that it shouM tafte to secure 
peace and order. We believe that the 
administration representing the goverrv- 
ment has highly and fully discharged its 
duty in the premises. We corsider it our 
part to share the burdens of our gov- 
ernment. rather than to embarrass its 
efforts and thus prolong the conflict of 
arms. 


Third— We know that at this very hour 


our soldiers in arms are face to ia.ce with 
an armed foe; and until the close of hos- 
tilities we know only our country, its 
army and navy, and its executive. We 
pledge to them, while our flag shall tie in 
battle, our unfaltering: support. 


Fourth— We, as Americans, take pride 


in the achievement of our army and 
navy, both in the war with S>pain and in. 
the present military operations in the 
island of Luzon. The heroism of officers 
antd men alike has shed renewed luster 
»n American arms. The cause in which 
they have fought was and is a just one. 
They are now fighting for the security 
of the Hves of peaceable non-combatants 
throughout the archipelago, and in just 
reprisal for an unprovoked attack. We 
believe that the sending of seditious ap- 
peals to the American troops, engasrcd 
in hostilities, Is an act of treasonable 
character, and that every appeal to thorn 
to abandon their colors or disregard 
their duty as soldiers merits the lasting 
condemnation of every patriot. 


Fifth— The government of the United 


Btates should be, and we bpliovp will br. 
true to its principles In tbe disposition of 
all questions that may arise in thp fulurp 
In our relationship with the people of the 
Philippine islands. 


Sixth— We regard the great_issue of 


the hour to be the success of oui- country 
in the performance of the duty which It 
owes to civilization. Until this is as- 
Bured — until armed 
insurrection 
has 


ceased — we have no terms to offer but 
the American terms of unconditional 
surrender. _

GREATEST. TRIUMPH,!

London, April 24.—That the old adage 


which sets forth that it is always dark- 
est just before dawn is not without 
force is exemplified by the recent expe- 
riences of Sir Henry Irving, the great 
English actor. A few months ago he 
was broken in health, broken in spirit 
and, according to common report, also 
broken in purse. He had gone through 
the awful trial of a scries of failures. A 
failure to the ordinal y producer means 
much, but to Sir Henry Irving it means 
much mure, for he is one of the few 
producers in the world who absolutely 
eliminate the question of money when 
about to make a new offering. When the 
uniiouncement of. his ill health was ca- 
bled to America, his many admirers in 
that country seemed ready to believe 
the accompanying story to the effect 
that he had finally succumbed to the 
terrific strain and that he would never 
again appear upon the stage. Fortu- 
nately the rumor had no foundation in 
fact, and the great actor went ahead 
with his preparations fur the produc- 
tion of "Robespierre," for which he had 
previously entered into a contract with 
Victorien Sardou, the famous French 
dramatist.

This is undoubtedly one of 
the most difficult styles of games play- 
ed. For. the benefit of those who are 
unfamiliar with the game, which is on- 
ly played by professionals, I may state 
that before the match begins a chalk 
line is drawn parallel with and 18 inches 
from each side of the table, which is 
of the regulation 5 by 10 foot size. 
When this is done, there is necessarily 
a. square space IS inches in diameter at 
each corner of the table. The rules say 
that there shall be "no shot in balk," or, 
as some people express it, "one shot in 
balk." This means that if the two ob- 
ject balls happen to lie in one of the 
eight spaces -then one or both of them 
must be driven out. 


The 
expression 
"anchor 
barred," 


which is also used, means that the play- 
er is not allowed to get the object balls 
close together on or near the rail so 
that one is just inside the balk line and 
the other just outside and then deli- 
cately play the cue ball from side to 
side and just touch them so as not to 
disturb them from their positions. A 
skillful player will make a great many 
points in this way before the balls are 
moved from the cushion. 


The cushion carom game is as difficult 


as the balk line game, if, in fact, not 
more so. In this style of billiards the 
cue ball must first hit an object' ball, 
Hien a cushion, then second object ball, 
or first strike a cushion and then hit 
the two object balls. 


Schaefer and I are supposed to be 


very evenly matched at both these 
styles of game, and our coming meet- 
ing ought to result in billiards of the 
very highest order and furnish a true 
test of our relative abilities., It is a sin- 
gular fact that we have during our 
professional careers played 49 games of 
record, of which Schaefer has captured 
25 and I have won 24. It is an interest- 
ing coincidence that besides these won- 
derfully close scores we are almost the 
same age, Schaefer being 44 years old 
and my years numbering just one more. 


I am glad that it was Schaefer rather 


than any other expert with the cue who. 
accepted my challenge, for I regard him 
as the hardest man to defeat, taking all 
styles of games into consideration. 
Consequently it will afford m*. greater 
satisfaction to win from him rather 
than from any other man. 


I am in great hopes that thf coming 


contests will have the effect of making 
things hum in the billiard world next 
fall and winter. I believe it very possi- 
ble that it will result in bringing sev- 
eral European experts to our shores 
next season. The most ppjiiiii.ent of 
these foreigners and the ones we should 
be most anxious to see arc M. Vignatix, 
the acknowledged champion billiard 
player of France, and M. Plot, who is 
the second best player in that country. 
As Vignaux is about 52 years old, wo 
hope lo have him over hero once again 
to take part in a series of games before 
he gets too old to play his present won- 
derful game. 


It may be interesting to mention that 


my first match game with Schaefer took 
place at Indianapolis in 1873, so that we

billiard committee of the A. A. U. decid- 
ed after the close of the national handi- 
cap tournament played at the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic club in May, 189S, to di- 
vide the amateurs into classes A and 
B and to play each class separately for 
national championship honors without 
handicaps. 
This subdivision seemed 


imperative at the time, because three 
players in America had attained such 
proficiency in the game as practiaally 
to be in a class by themselves. 


On Dec. 5, 1898, the first A. A. U. na- 


tional championship tourney (class B) 
was held in the theater of the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic club. Seven players 
took part. The winner was Mr. J. B. 
Stark, who won all his six games and 
made a grand average of 7.74. This per- 
formance put him practicaliy into class 
A, his average being almost, if not 
quite, a tie with that of C. E. Ellison, 
made in 1895. 


The players who now comprise class 


A in amateur billiards are Martin Mul- 
len of Cleveland, William P. Foss of 
Haverstraw, N. Y., and Wayman C. Mc- 
Creery of St. Louis. They are known 
by all billiardists throughout the coun- 
try for their remarkable skill with the 
cue and are close up in speed with the 
so called "shortstop" professionals at 
the 14. or 18 inch balk line game. Last 
February a class A tournament was 
held in the Knickerbocker Athletic club 
theater in which McCreery, Foss and 
Mullen took part, the latter being the 
winner. These tournaments among the 
amateurs all help to increase the inter- 
est in the great game. 


Ever since the completion of arrange- 


ments for the coming contests I have 
been practicing daily, so as to be in 
good shape. I have had a table special- 
ly fitted up and have been playing 
against good men in the metropolis. I 
have also been careful as regards my 
diet, but in other ways I do not "train" 
for a match in the commonly accepted 
meaning of the term. I do not smoke 
much and am not a drinking man, so 
do not need to change my habits in 
those respects. 


As regards my coming matches with 


Schaefer, I can only say that I hope we 
shall be in the finest condition possible, 
and may the best man win.

HOW TO tOCATE TTXCTEBES. 
Every article of instruction for mend- 


ing a punctured tire begins with "first 
find your puncture," but this, while it 
sounds simple enough, is often the most 
difficult part of the job. The punctures 
of size manifest themselves as soon as a 
tire is inflated, but there are mean little 
pinhole punctures which some-times put 
riders to complete confusion by defying 
detection and 'leaving the victim in 
doubt whether a puncture really exists 
or whether the valve is leaking. Such 


i punctures compel walking at times, and 
it is well to have some way of locating 
them. 


Putting the tire In water and watch- 


ing for bubbles is the time honored for- 
mula for such things, but this is not 
the surest way of locating tiny holes. 
The bubbles cannot always be detected 
in such a test. Passing the tire along 
the face is better, perhaps. Best of all, 
however, is the use of chalk or meal or 
any kind of fine white powder. 
The 


chalk is distributed over the suspected 
tube, and by proceeding slowly with one 
section after another the powder can 
be seen to blow away. 


In England they are ahead of Ameri- 


can inventors, for there they have 
"puncture locators" on the market. One 
of the simplest and best is a device such 
as any one could make for his or her 
personal use. It is a wire sieve having 
a very fine mesh. It is about two by one 
and; a half inches in size, brass bound 
on the edges and rounded to the shape 
of the tire. With some powdered chalk 
upon it all that is necessary to do to 
discover a puncture is to pass the little 
sieve along the surface of the tire, and 
the force of the escaping air from the 
puncture, no matter how minute it is, 
will blow the chalk away from some 
portion of the sieve. 


A piece of fine wire gauze with a. pill 


box full of chalk could be carried readi- 
ly in a tool bag, and together they are a 
combination to beat "pinhole" punc- 
tures.

The fault of most dramatic aspirants 


is that they aim too high for their de- 
but. Lillian Ruascll and May Irwin be- 
gan life in Tony Pastor's variety show. 
Ada Rehan's first attempt was in the 
position of walking lady in melodrama. 
Kleonora Duse began her career by re- 
citing short pieces in the tent of a com- 
pany of barnstormers. 
Mine. Melba 


started as a concert singer in penny 
readings, which paid her only half a 
crown, or 62 cents, a night. In his early 
days Sir Henry Irving was half starved. 
Sara Bernhavdl was a fagot gatherer's 
daughter. Duse owes her present ill 
health to the privations of her child- 
hood. Helena Modjeska was a Polish 
peasant's daughter. Peg Wofflngton 
sold water cresses on the streets of 
Dublin, 


employees who had faithfully served 
Irving for many years. The veteran 
was wounded to thi quick, but was 
obliged by force of circumstances to 
hold his peace. 


There were many predictions here 


that the public would resent this almost 
brutal disregard of the wishes and feel- 
ings of the distinguished actor, and it is 
likely that the aforesaid public might 
have done so had it not found itself in 
the position of being unable to injure 
the objects of its resentment without 
also working harm to its favorite at the 
time when, if ever, the most enthusi- 
astic and material support was neces- 
sary- So the public smothered its re- 
sentment and tuined put to give Sir 
Henry a royal welcome upon the occa- 
sion of his reappearance at his home 
theater. It was generally realized that 
if "Robespierre" should prove to be a 
failure Irvtng's reign as the monarch 
of the London stage would be practical- 
ly at an end. The house was sold out a 
week before the opening date, and the 
sales extended well into the following 
month. Enormous prices were paid for 
choice sittings, and Sardou's 
latest 


drama was certainly given a "send off" 
which must have gratified author, pro- 
ducer and company alike. 


At the close of the first act the stalls 


were asking: "Will it do? Is there 
enough substance in it? Has the action 
been sufficiently rapid to awaken inter- 
est in the fate of the important peo- 
ple?" The general impression seemed 
to be that not one of the queries could 
truthfully be answered in the affirma- 
tive. Irving's wellwishcrs were blue, 
but when the same questions were ask- 
ed at the close of the second act there 
followed a "Yes" to each of them. And 
a'"Yes" besides that was given with a 
hearty ring that indicated the wish was 
not father to the thought, but that the 
conclusion was the only one possible. 
When, the third act had ended, the en- 
iliusiasm ran high, and at the close of 
i lie play there was a veritable furore. 
It was not a manufactured reception 
either. 
Irving had too many sin- 


cere friends in the audience on the 
opening night for that to have been 
possible. They fully realized what the 
thing meant to him, and if "Robes- 
pierre" had fallen short of success they 
would not have permitted their favorite 
to be deluded into an exaltation which, 
in view of the inevitable shattering of 
the dream, would amount merely to a 
piece of refined cruelty. But "Robes- 
pierre" was a success, and it has now 
developed into a sensation. Indeed, 
many of our blase theater goers declare 
that nothing approaching it has ever 
been seen on the London stage. Sir 
Henry Irving is once more firmly in- 
trenched in a premiership which has 
time and again 
been dangerously 


threatened 
by Beerbohm Tree and 


Forbes Robertson, and it will not be 
long before, from the pecuniary stand- 


point, he will once more be in easy 
circumstances. 


KyrlQ Bellew enacted the role of Ro- 


bespierre's natural son, the part origi- 
nally assigned to Robert Tabor, the 
American actor and husband of Julia 
Marloue. Mr. Bellew's former associ- 
ate, Mrs. James Brown Potter, had 
scored tho success of her life <i short 
time before in Tree's production of 
CSrundy's "The Musketeers," but her hit 
was no greater than that made by Mr. 
Bellew in "Robespierre." He fairly di- 
vided honors with the star, and bis 
services are certain to be in gieat de- 
mand at a large salary herpatter in this 
city. 


Incidentally it may be worth while 


mentioning that the enormous hit made 
by "Robespierre" has caused Sir Hen- 
ry and his manager to consider the ad- 
visability of produeing nn other play 
during the extended American tour, 
which will open probably in New York. 
It certainly ought to be good in New 
York for several months, if Sir Henry 
proves able to give so much time to that 
city. 


The discussion is likely to arise in the 


United States, as it has already arisen 
here, as to the phase of "Robespierre" 
which is in the greatest measure re- 
sponsible for its phenomenal success. 
Some persons declare that it is the 
magnificent art of Sir Henry and his 
charming and talented leading woman, 
Ellen Terry. Others there are who as- 
sert that it is the magnificence of the 
production, coupled with the correct- 
ness and good taste of the stage invest- 
iture and the natural and realistic ma- 
nipulation of the crowds which is main- 
ly responsible for the furore created by 
the play. Still a third section avers that 
it is Sardou's triumph, and Sardou's 
alone: that Irving has simply happened 
to strike a piece of good luck at the 
time when it was most needed. These 
people think, or profess to think, that 
any actor of reasonable ability would 
succeed in "Robespierre" just as em- 
phatically as Irving has done even 
though he had only enough money to 
give the piece a fairly respectable 
mounting. 


I shall not attempt to express my 


own opinion except to say that all three 
factions are probably somewhat cor- 
rect, as it is the perfection of each of 
the phases of the production which has 
served to make it the most important 
stage representation seen in this city 
(hiring the last double decade. If there 
were a falling short in any respect, it 
would be simply a great success, where- 
as it is now a sensation. 


It cannot be denied that the dramatist 


has clone his work remarkably well, 
keeping before him constantly the 
strong points, to say nothing of the nu- 
merous peculiarities of the actor. Thus, 
realizing that Irving's personal appear- 
ance and even his- physical shortcom- 
ings make him a particularly forceful 
interpreter of. the emotion of fear, espe- 
cially when it degenerates into abject- 
ness, he gives the player a magnificent 
opportunity in the closing scene, when 
Robespierre is condemned by the tri- 
bunal to death under the same guillo- 
tine blade to which a scratch of his pen 
had consigned thousands of his coun- 
trymen, including his one-time friend, 
Danton. This is the strongest scene in 
the play. The distorted faces of the 
members as they hurl imprecations at 
Robespierre and one another, the at- 
tempt of the presiding officer to pre- 
serve a semblance of order, the scores 
of arms waving excitedly above their 
owners' -heads, the fiendish babel of 
voices, and above all the center of at- 
traction, the "monster in sea green," 
Robespierre, standing livid with fear, 
his face painfully drawn by the terror 
which has overpowered him—all this 
makes a picture which can never be 
forgotten. 


When tho man who has sin in thou- 


sands without so much as a thought, of 


villain. 
Naturally the first thing to 


suggest itself was a woman, especially 
since history is authority for the state- 
ment that Robespierre once loved his 
landlord's daughter. M. Sardou makes 
him ask her father for her hand. He is 
rejected because he is poor and un- 
known, and he seeks revenge for the 
insult. Later he is the father ot the 
young woman's child, and he then ex- 
plains to her why he hates the aristoc- 
racy. Again he has a. scene with this 
son, whom he has condemned to death, 
and it is one of the many strong bits in 
the play. 


Sardou was evidently determined first 


of all that he would write a play which 
would be successful,, no matter what 
charges of lack of originality might 
be brought against it. Therefore in 
"Robespierre" he follows Shakespeare's 
plan, "When in doubt, usu ghosts." He 
permits the specters representing the 
victims of the ":;ea green monster" to 
pass in review before him. while wail- 
ing- cries come from out the darkness: 
"Your time is near at hand, Robespierre! 
Your time will come!" The effect is in- 
describably weird, and Irving's acting 
in this scene is as good as any that he 
does in the play. 


The main fault, and almost the only 


fault, in "Robespierre" is ono that is 
common to nearly all of Sardou's dra- 
mas. He occupies too much time in get- 
ting to the meat of the story. But onco 
he has reached it he grips it with a 
firm hand, and his touch is never for 
a moment uncertain. This fault will 
doubtless be remedied by judicious 
pruning of the dialogue in the eailier 
scenes, and "Robespierre" will thea be 
as nearly as possible a perfect specimen 
of dramatic writing. It has proved tho 
salvation of Irving and will also in all 
probability renew the vogue of Savdou, 
which had begun to wane somewhat in 
this country.

Well Known Man Passed Away Early 


This Morning. 


At 3:30 o'clock this morning Frank J. 


Barber died at his home, 135 East Main 
street, in the 36th year of .his age. He 
had suffered with tuberculosis since last 
fall and his death was not unexpected, 
though it came somewhat sooner than 
had been anticipated. 


Mr. Barbei- was the son ^f. Daniel J. 


and Julia F. Barber and was born in 
Pownal, Vt. March 29, 1864. His pa- 
rents moved to this city when he was 
eight years old, and here he grew to 
manhood, receiving: his education in 
the public schools and graduating from 
Drury academy with the class of '83. 
After graduating he Dock a position in 
the office of his father, who was then 
running a. tannery on Union street, and 
also tanneries in Greenbush, N. Y., and 
Readsboro, Vt. 
Later 
the Barber 


Leather company of D: J. Barber & 
Sons was formed, and he was made 
manager of the Greenbush tannery- 
intendent of the Greenbush tannery. 
On January 28,1S91, he married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Mrs. M. D. Hodge of 
this city, and went to Albany to live. 


In 1893 he returned to this city and 


in October, 1894, he severed his connec- 
tion with the Barber Leather company. 
He then engaged in the hide brokerage 
business for about -a year and after- 


/ wards bought the Brigham property at 
\ the foot of Chestnut street, where he 


engaged in the manufacture of leather 
bags and other leather goods under the 
firm name of F, J. Barber & Co., his 
partner being R. A. L. W&ston. Later 
the firm dissolved, the property was 
sold and" Mr. Barber built a brick fac- 
tory on State street and engaged in the 
manufacture of fancy leather goods. 


Last August his health became affect- 


ed, but it was not thought at that time 
that his lungs were involved. By Nov- 
ember, however, it became evident that 
he was suffering from tuberculosis and 
from that time he gradually declined 
despite the best medical treatment and 
care. It was thought he might live till 
ieyt fa'J but three days ago there oc- 
curred a decided change for tha worse 
aii-i it became plain that the end was 
near. He sank rapidly, but was con- 
scious to the last and his death was 
very easy and peaceful.

Why Some Franklin Persons Will Op. 


pose Crane. 


There seems to be a division, of senti- 


ment on the Crane-Knowlton question 
in Franklin county, and the following 
from the Boston "Globe's correspondent 
will be of interest: 


It is as certain as anything can be in 


politics that Attorney General Knowl- 
ton will get some of the 
Franklin, 


county delegates to the republican state 
convention. Exactly how many he will 
get is uncertain, but it is certain that 
even if this is western Massachusetts, 
where Lieut Gov. Crane is deservedly 
popular, he will have to divide the dele- 
gation with Mr. Knowlton. 


The truth seems to be that Franklin 


county, or that portion of it which is 
in the 1st congregational district, has 
not yet forgiven Berkshire for being 
so ravenous at the time ot the congres- 
sional contest when a successor was 
chosen to the late Ashley B. Wright. 


Personally Lieut Gov. Crane is known 


to but few people in the county. His 
business interests have never called 
him here. Some few eif the business 
men know him and some of the dele- 
gates to conventions and former and 
present members of the legislature 
have met him. It would be strikingly 
untrue to say that his candidacy ex- 
cites enthusiasm in the county. 


The leaders believe that Mr. Crane is 


an honorable man and able in business 
The support \\hich lie will receive in 
Franklin will com" ve>-y largely from 
the fact of his being a western Massa- 
chusetts candidate. 


On the other hand Attorney General 


Knowlton attended school in Bernard- 
ston and quite a number of his former 
schoolmates are scattered about the 
county. Then, too, the attorney gen- 
eral impressed hundreds of people who 
saw him during the O'Neil trial as a 
very able, forceful man. This will as- 
sist him to secure delegates. 


Don't Be Too Snre. 


The Springfield Sunday Republican 


had the following editorially?- But while 
the prospects for Mr. Crane's nomina- 
tion, both from the outside and the 
inside, look exceedingly bright, it is in 
order to caution those who wish for his 
promotion not to err on the side of 
over-confidence. 
That mistake has 


been made in other years with fatal 
effects upon the man who started off 
with what appeared to be a safe lead. 
However much the lieutenant-governor 
may dislike publicity, it is now upon 
him. The candidacy of Mr. Knowlton 
was a challenge that will be accepted

Crane is in the running to stay—and 
to win, too, by grace of the favor of 
the popular recognition of good ser- 
vices rendered and of proved capacity 
for the larger work of the full executive 
responsibility. 


Berkshire's Trout Brooks, 


The trout brooks of Berkshire -were 


recently thus described in a Boston pa- 
per's article on the good fishing grounds 
of New England: 


The fishing brooks of Berksliire 


county are among the best, and best 
fished, too, of the brooks of the state. 
The hills of Berkshire are decorated 
with brooks, many of them hidden in 
the fastnesses of the mountains. 
In 


the south part of the county there are 
a large number of gtood-sized brooks, 
which are given ample attention by the 
fisherman. 


The north part of the aounly is par- 


ticularly favored with good brooks. The 
New Ashford brook, nearly four miles 
long, is probably next to the Hancock 
brotok, in the estimation of Berkshire 
fishermen. 
It 
empties 
into Green 


river. The North branch, a part of the 
Hoosac river, and ha,rdly a brook, is 
one of the best-fished of waters. Some 
of tho finest trout ever landed have 
aeen taken from the North branch. 


The Tunnel brook, named from its 


course near the Hoosac tunnel, flows 
into the Hoosac after about 2% miles 
meandering, and is another favorite. 
The Hudson brook, rising in Vermont 
and emptying into the Hoosac, is a very 
well-fished brook. 


The Sherman brook, flowing through 


the village of Greylock, and the Broad 
amok, a part of the water system of 
North Adams, are two 
very much- 


launted fish streams.

there are a number of small streams, 
many of them tributary to these brooks,
